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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



In response to the Restriction Requirement, dated June 21, 2007, Applicants respectfully 
elect with traverse the invention of Group I, claims 1-8 and 27, drawn to a method for 
determining an auto-immune disease comprising determining the level of CD40 lo CD40 hl T-cells 
in a sample of blood from a subject. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Restriction Requirement because the inventions of 
Groups I-III are linked by a special technical feature. As acknowledged by the Office Action, 
the special technical feature of the inventions is the measurement/detection of CD40 lo CD40 hl T- 
cells. The Office Action also alleges that this special technical feature is taught by Wagner et al 
(PNAS, 2002, 99(6), 3782-3787) and therefore, does not define a contribution which each of the 
claimed inventions make over the prior art. 

Applicants respectfully point out that the reference of Wagner et al does not disclose that 
the results from auto-immune mice are predictive of type 1 diabetes. The reference only teaches 
that T-cells expressing CD40+ are present in NOD mice. The reference does not teach that the 
level of CD40+ T-cells is predictive of type 1 diabetes. 

Accordingly, the inventions of Groups I-III are linked by a special technical feature that 
defines a contribution that each of the claimed inventions make over the prior art. Therefore, 
Applicants respectfully submit that the inventions of Groups I-III should be searched and 
examined in the present application.
